We print in another column an article which appeared also, but 
in avother form, in yesterday's jewish World, commenting upon 
the extremely interesting contribution made by Mrs. SNowpen to 
the current issue of the Empire Review. It consiste, in the main, 
of two parte. The one describes the actual conditions as esbe found 
them in a recent visit to Jlalestine, and the other sete 
forth the political bearing of Creat Britains policy as 
Mandatory Power in the country. So far as the firet ia con- 
cerned, ber report is sufficiently gratifying sbe tindsa that wondrone 
strides have been made in the upbuilding of the ancient land, 
which is not surprising, seeing that during the last few years it has 
heen released from Turkish aud come under British administration, 
The immigrante, mostly Jews, who have settled there under 
the new regime are showing surely enough the advantage 
Jews bring to a country with their energy, their industry, 
their application and their immense adaptability. But the 


other part of Mre. SNOWDENS contribution, that which 
refers to the political future of Palestine, and especially 
that future in relation to Jews, is wholly disappointing. For she 


pictures British policy aa raising a Palestinian nation under 
British rule, which in no conceivable circumstances accords either 
with the historic aspirations of our people, or with theiz 
sore needs as all true Zioniste sce them. The Jewish 
National Home. as she draws it—the only reward Jews 
can look for, for all the material expenditure they are 
now called upon to make, and for all the enormous sacrifice 
they are hidden to undergo—is ae little like the revival of 
their National being, as it ie a mere parody of anything contemplated 
by a Return of Jews to their ancient land. As the article we print 
elsewhere insists, this is not the Zionist goal any more than it is the 
Jewish National idea. As Mrs. SNOWDEN pute it, it is nowhere on 
the road to one or the other. It is, indeed, diametrically opposed 
to them, a different thing—different in quality, different in 
quantity, different in nature, different in substance, and 
different in conception. The political future of which Mre, 
SNOWDEN tells us—and she must be mistaken when she gays 
that the Zionist Organieation accepte if as a redemption by 
Great Britain of the promise contained in the Balfour Declara- 
tion—is the setting up in Palestine of a Jewish “ preserve,’ 
an eleemosynary movement at best, and at worst (or) the repetition 
in Palestine of the identical conditions for which Jews are, 
willy nilly, te a certain extent responsible, and from which they 
suffer so desperately, physically or morally—both in other lands, 
Mrs. SNOWDEN is the wife of the Chancellor of the Exchequer in the 
present Government, and sbe writes,elegantly and eloquently it is 


true, not as a ecribe but as one having authority. It may be taken 
for granted that her contribution reflecte the mind of the present 
tiovernment, and it does not diminish the anxiety that fact must 
occasion to remember, that from the present tiovernment ie to 
he expected an attitude more friendly to Jewish National aspira. 
tions than from one formed by any other Party in the State. Bat Mra. 
SNOWDEN S contribution is not the last word in the matter, and 
there is. to be sure, no need for despair because cf what she saya. 
Providing—and that is vital—we Jews in this matter involving the 
life or death of our people, for it is no lees, are bat true to oursei ves, 
And there would be nocause for the remotest fear of our ultimate 
triumph could we see a strong and virile Zioniam pursuing ite 
work as best it could, however bad, that best might be, in the very 
teeth of all discouragement and in face of every sethack. It is 
the spirit of compromise born of timidity, of carelessness, of the 
constant desire to choose the easy path, to seek for the shadow rather 
than the substance, and that is far too prevalent in Zionist ranks, 
that gives good cause for afeeling of anxiety. And Mre. Svowness 
contribution ia most valuable, because it unintentionally exposes 
this position. For it shows use the low place which /icniem 
occupies in the estimnation of a good and hindly and, it goes without 
saying, a remarkably intelligent friend of our people, iu relation 


to the chief purpose for which the Movement was brought inte 
being.

and repair the wrong. No paltry absurdity, such a# the one Mr. 
BEDDINGTON and Mr. STiree. put up in advance, can therefore 
excuse them; and we cannot think that their conduct tends to 
raise them as public men in the public esteem any more than if 
does the status of the institution, they are charged with administer. 
ing, im the eyes of ite supporters. The whole incident. indeed, is 
discreditable in the highest degree and the silence of those 
responsible, if it proves anything, proves at loast thatthe ventiemen 
concerned are thoroughly ashamed of the part they have played in if. 
Mr. StTie#eD, in the course of hie speech at the annual meeting 
of the Board, chserved that the Jewish Chronicle bad generally 
shown great kindness to the Board. If by that be means that thig 
journal hae always given the utmost support to the Board and its 
work we are on record. And, he may be assured, our only thought 
in calling attention to the incident was the good name of the Board 
and the interest of the community. That these are very intimately 
concerned no one who reads what our contributor “Mentor” has 
further to say upon the subject thie week can doubt.

Religious Education Board

ANNUAL REPORT 

Ia the twenty ninth annual report of the Jewish Religious Education 
Board, deep regret is expressed at the death of Mr. Frank I. Lyons, the 
fate l’resident, whose tenure of office had been of immense vaiue to the 
Board He had brought to the work an undaunted enthusiasm, unfailing 
fympathy, and an earnestness and devotion which knew no bouods. The 
work of Mr. Herbert M. Adler, the Director of Jewish Education, continues 
euccessfully. The various suggestions made by Mr. Adier as the resuits 
of his visits to the Board’s Cl«sses have received careful consideration by 
the Board and the locai Committees of Managers, and have, in most cases, 
been carried into effect. During the year the Director delivered a course 
of lectures to Superintendents of the Classes on aims and methods to be 
followed in the bhandiing of the various subjects to be taught. Special 
attention has been given duriug the year to the Classes at Peter 
Btreet, and the attendance there has already shown a marked 
improvement. The Classes for Secondary Scholars, which were formerly 
held at Gravel Lane, have been transferred to the Jews’ Free 
School, where the authorities have allowed the Board the free use 
of three rooms. There were, at the end of the year, 105 pupils on the 
roll, as against 66 at the beginuing. The Board, in copnjusction with the 
Union of Hebrew and Reiigion Ciasses and the Central Committee for 
Jewish Education, made arrangements for the enlargement of the Stoke 
Newington Synagogue Classes to provide religious instruction to Jewish 
children in that district whowere not recciving such instruction. The 
Attendance Committee has done invaiuable work in watching the 
attendances of pupils, and the Board expresses its thanks to Miss H 
Hyam, Mr. J. Bernberg, and to the attendance officer, Miss J. Berman. 
At the end of the year the actual number of pupiis on the roll reached 
4.640, an increase of 418 on that of the previous year. The work 
involved in securing the improved attendance was very great, and 
during the latter half of the year the Attendance Officer paid 1,5)" 
visits to the homes of parents, and 65 visits to schools. In respect 
to the finances of the Board, the report states that the amount 
received daring the year as contributions from the parents of pupils was 
£551. It shows the appreciation of the parents of the work done by the 
Beard. The Board tenders its thauks to the organisers of the teachers 
dance, in aid of the funds, the result of which was most satisfactory. 
The Sabbath Ciasses beld at the Jews’ Free School, continue to 
be successful. At the end of the year there was an attendance of 450. 
Tne Board expresses its appreciation of the services rendered by Mr. J. 
Brodie, the Hon. Superintendent, and his voluntary staff. The report

SYNAGOGUE DEATH-TRAPS. 


A meeting of the Board of the Federation of Synazocues was held on 
Monday at the t.eman Street Girls’ Clab. Lord Swaythiing, President, 
was in the chair. 

It was announced that Councillor H. Kosky had accepted the post «! 
Vice-President of the Federation :

The any reported that Mr. N. Rabinovitch had been elected

Applications for admission to the Federation from several Fast Eod 
sybagogues were considered, Very adverse reports by the Hon. Architect 
(Mr. Ligby Solomon) om the safety of the premises concerned were 
submitted. ia one case be stated that the bailding had a “fearfully 
dapcerous” stairway, and that it was “the most dangerous synagogue ” 
which either he or his father had ever hadtoreportupon. Another build 
ing he described as “a veritable death trap,” and his comments on the 
previous case applied here with even creater force. . 

Mr. J. M. Linoorr (Treasurer), in presenting the annua! accounts, 
said that the most satisfactory feature was the fact that the members. 
though paying only 1d. a week, were now contributing over £2,000 a year. 
which amply provided for the financial stability ofthe Federation. HKepay-. 
ments of advances amounted to £511, and £27,000 had been advanced 
during the year to various synagogues, and at that meeting a further 
substantial advance was to be mad to the Shepberd’s Bush Synagogue. 
A grant of £150 bad been made to the Talmud Torah Trust, in additi. 
to the amount available asthe result of offerings at the cemetery. H+ 
urged that the synagogues with outstanding loans should ox pedite their 
repayments in order that larger sums might be available for synagogues 
requiring assistance. 

Mr. Db. PRos’ poipted out thatthe sum of £1.945 had been contributed 
from the funds of the RParial Society, and said that it was originally 
istended that the bulk of this money should be available for educationa! 
purposes, but only a small portion had been soapplied. He also urged 
that ateps shonld be taken to appoint an active Rav. 

A loan of £1,000 In two instalments to the Shepherd « Bush Synagogue 
was approved. 

A letter was read from the Shechi/a Board stating that the sum «! 
£742 1s. had been voted to the Federation from its surplus income, an.! 
recommending that it be applied to educational purposes. 

The PRESIDENT moved that the recommendation of the Shech::: 
Board be accepted. 

Mr. MH. Davis moved an amendment to inciade the London Jewish 
Hospital in the echeme.

My interpretation of Mr. Emannei’s action is simply this: he com 
mitted a blunder, and then, when he was made aware of it, he actually 
disobeyed authority. Instead of owning up like a man, and especia!!y 
like a good, true Jew, he ran away. Where, I ask, is Mr. Pmanne!'s 
consistency ? 

The Chief Kabbi, on the othér hand, has heroically gained his point 
and he shattered the conspiracy to undermine Traditional Judaism in this 
blessed land of ours. A great and glorious achievement, surely! Anda 
layman, of whom the Chief Rabbi thinks so well, who was, is now. and 
will undoubtedly remain, an orthodox Jew, but who, noiens rolern:, made 
a sad mistake, is forgiven and was asked by his Chicf to rematn at his 
post, which it was his duty to do. He re fnsed. And * Mentor” calls it 
consistency, but the ordinary man would call it refractoriness, or in 
plain Koglish disobedience. No, better say “ Hats off!” to Dr. Hert: 
aoton'ty for what he has done. but for the manner in which he didit. He 
did not merely send to the meeting a protest with the unanimous decision 
of the I'eth Din, that the recommendation of the Fxecutive Committee 
is contrary to Jewish Law, but came forward bimself, and, like the great 
Marshal Ney. laid bare his breast and said—fire away, and siing von: 
mud as much as you like. “TI am fighting for my faith,” and there wil! be 
mo surrender ' 

The other day, | happened to speak to Dr. Edwards, Principal of the 
Baptist College. Cardiff, and I asked him if he would aliow the pres ises 
of his College to be used during cortain hours a cay for the dissemina 
tion. say, for instance, of other sectional Nonconformist doctrines, and 
Léberal minded and good Christian though he is, be answered quick!, au 
emphatically No. “Our College was established for a specific purpos 
and of course our Directors would and could not allow such athiog (in) 
students are trying to get | niveraity Degrees. That is another matt: 
Was not Jews’ College established for a spec'fic purpose’ And again. has 
not the money for the War Memorial been raised for a specific purpose 
and that is “to contrive to ensure the adherence to (irthodox Judsisr 
by Jews” Was this not the root idea of the Jewish War Meticria! 

In a sermon preachai at the West End Synagogue on 
ist! i919, the Chief Rabbi made a powerful appeal for the Jewish Vas 
Mei orial, and, among other things. he said: “A group of young; men. 
recogotsiug that religious education is at once the pledge for the rejuvena- 
tion of Israel and the ,uarantee for the survival of Judaisin, have come 
forward with a scheme for a great Jewish War Memorial, having for its 
object tie Endowment of Jewish Lducation and ‘he Strengthe 
Traditional Tudaism.” And just one more sentence. “. . . But, 
remember, it is the old religion, the old Jorah, the old institutions, 
and the oid observances that contain the secret of the Jews 
deathlessness. . . . .” Continuing, Dr. Mertz said that all who 
care for the fature of Israel, have heartily welcomed this move. 
ment. and promised it ample support. But, alas, this group of young 
men, these vealous promoters of the scheme, have a short memory. 
they seem to have entirely forgotten the actual (definition of Traditional 
Judaism the Chief Rabci gave them atthattime. But here itis: “ The 
words (Traditional Judaism) mean what they say, namely, the teachings 
apd practices which have come down to the House of Israel through the 
ages ; the positive Jewish beliefs concerning God, the forah, and Ierael ; 
the Sacred Festivals ; the Traditional Service ; the holy resolve to maia- 
tain Israel's identity; and the life consecrated by historic Jewish 
observance—all of these in indissoluble union with the best thought and 
culture of the age, and with utmost loyalty to King and Country.” No 
wonder that the Chief Rabbi “has been thundering, like a veritable littie 
Jove, at the iniquity of the inconsistency which Sir Kobert Waley Cohen 
and others were endeavouring to implant upon Anglo-Jewry.” 

There is no gainsaying that the Chief Rabbi, by his Moses-like action, 
has won the hearts of all earnest Jews. All I can say to him at present 
ig: Go on in this thy might and thou shalt save Israel! And to all the 
faithfu!, | say, “ Hats off!" to Dr. Hertz!

“Humane” Slaughter. 


A VIRULENT SPEECH 


Cader the ausploes of the Animal Defence and Anti-\ivisection 
Bociety. a public meeting was hold on Monday, at the Steinway Hall, 
Wigmore Street, with the object of urgiag the Goverament to introduce 
a Billi to make the use of mecnanically operated humane-klilers obligatory 
in the slaughter of animals. The Duchcss of Hamilton presided. 

Lohr ERnesStT HaMtt/TON moved the following resolution : 

That this meeting notes with satisfaction that one handred local authorities 
Including the London Coanty Council, have adopted Clause ¥ Bb. of the Ministry 
of Health By laws, making the ase of mechanically operated humane killers 
obligatory in the slaughter of animals for food, and calis on the Government to 
introduce a bull te enforce humane killing throughout the country, and to 
provide for adequate inspection of slaughter houses 
He said that the chief object of the Society was to assist butchers in 
their work. They had no hostility towards butchers. Their desire 
was to work wiih them and convert them gradually to the methods 
of the Sooclety. Opposition undoubtedly came from the Jews. It 
was obvious that if the methods of the Society were enforced by law 
the Aasher system would be absolutely knocked on the head. The Bill 
introduced in the Housein support of their methods had been “ blocked” 
by the Jews. (A voltoe: “Toat isthe root of the trouble.”) It had been said 
that if the Society's system were adopted, Jews in this country wou!d not 
be able to cat meat. His roply to that was that their own country was open 
tothbem. If ome tnvaded a foreiga couatry and accepted its hospitality, 
the least be could do was to conform to the laws of that country. The 
Kasher system was ¢tining ground in this country In common with 
Others he bad boon toundated during the last few days with literature 
of Hebrew origin, the chief document coming from a gentieman named 
Emanuel. tio bad also received two treatises from medical gentiemen 
mamed ilill and Bayliss. These gentiemen certainly appeared to be 
Gentiles by name, but they were potential converts toJudaism. He had 
mever been hostile to the Jews, but when it came to enforcing their 
customs, offensive to mankind, bsrbaric and Asiatic, they did not want 
them introjnced in Eagiand. It was religious fanaticism that they were 
out to combat. Those poople thought their method would help them on 
the way to Heaven. | 

Mr. Downs seconded the resolution 

Lt.-Col. Mreyuer, M.P., in supporting the resolation, said that be was 
totally opposed to tho Jewish method of slaughter 

Mr. T. L. bTAPL#s, Master Batcher, moved the following resolution: 

That this meeting declares that meat derived from humanely-killed 

animais has been found by long experience, and by practical! tests in this and 
other couutrice to be of good qus..ty, aad that the allegations made that such 
meat is auwholesome or is uofit for food are without foundation. 
He said that he had witnessed the deplorable methods of slaughter 
which the Jews onforced. But what did Hebrew scholars say’ They 
sald that it was onjoined upon the Jews to abstain from blood. The 
time it took to kill &n animal ander the Jewish method was very very 
long. if meat was not fit forthe Jews to eat, it was not fit for the Gentiles. 
He bad watched the procedure of examining the carcases. Tho blemished 
and rejected onos were passed on to the Gentiles. 

Both resolutions were adopted.

LECTURE BY PROFESSOR DR. C. F, BURNEY. 


The course of lectures on “The History of the Jews atthe Close 4: 
the Bible Age,” arranged by the Uaion of Jewish Literary Societies. 
was continued on Sunday at Jews’ College, when Professor Ir. ©, Pp. 
Burney lectured on “ Tne Growth of the Doctrine of Immortality among 
the Jews.” Mr E. N. Acer, M.A., presided. 

Professor BURNEY said that his subject postulated a progressives 
revelation anda development of religious ideas in ancient Israel. He 
showed that in early times it was apparently held that the grave meant 
the end of existence, though there were traces here and there of a belict 
in a life in the other world. He thought that the reason for the lack 
of belief tn immortality was duc to the fact that the early religion teachers 
of Israel considered the relation betweon God and the people to be ono 
in the nature of a covenant with the nation asa whole, and not with the 
individual, and it was only when the prophete taught that God was a 
universal ratherthan morely a tribal deity, and that there was a relation 
between Him and theindividual, thata higher conception of life after deat, 
very gradually developed. The destruction of the national life brought 
into prominence the individual, and the problem of the undesery.d 
suffering of the righteous and the prosperity of the wicked emphasi.«d 
the need of a doctrine that would redress in a fatuore life the anomali«« of 
this. He examined a number of Bible texts, and said that the ‘ater 
teachers of Isracl where they suggested the idea of immortality did «o 
less by way of dogmatic statement than by a reaching out fora div ne 
communion so real that it forbade the ides of a life limited to an carthiy 
existence but looked to a life lastiug for evermore.

Samuel, and the Chairman took part in the discussion. On the motion 
of Mr. Herbert Buenode Mesquita, seconded by Mrs. Ff ttingchausen thanks 
were accorded to the iecturer,

GENERAL COURT 


The general Court of Governors and Subscribers to the Spanish and 
Portuguese Jews’ Hospital, was held at the Vestry Offices, Heneage Lane. 
Wednesday. Mr. DAVID V. DA CosTA presided. 

In moving the adoption of the report and accounts, the CHAIRMAN 
aaid that the Institution was financially in a very bad state. The over 
draft, which in January, 1923, bad been £1,326, was in January, 1924, 
£1,674; and since they bad withdrawn from the repairs fund £145, of 
which only about £35 bad been required for that specific purpose, the 
deficit ought really to have been nearly £1,800. They were spending 
about £450 a year more than theirincome. Donations and subscriptions 
were inadequate. Asub-cominittee had been formed, consisting of Messrs. 
E. Porter and H. Alvarez, to consider means of increasing their income. 

A resolution was carried, authorising the Treasurer and Wardens to 
enter into negotiations with the Conjoint Board of Elders of the Man 
chester Synagogue of Spanish and Portuguese Jews, regarding a proposal 
by the latter body for a greater measure of religious and charitable 
co-operation between it and the London community. 

Mr. D. V. Nanos da Costa was ro-elected President and Treasurer, and 
Messrs. A. J. Mendoza and H. Alvarez were re-elected Wardens. The 
Committee was also re-olected, with the addition of Messrs. J. Gen 
and R. Lindo. 


The annual report says: 


There are 21 inmates in the Institution, whose ages range from ™ years 
downwards. There were three deaths, aud seven inmates have been admitted. 
The internal working of the Institution has been satisfactory, and thanks are 
due to Mr. and Mre. J. Harris, the Master and Matron, for their effortea. The 
Inetitution has undergone some considerable repairs, which were carried ont at 
a cost of £268, but it will be noceseary to have some further extensive repairs at 
an early date. The expenditure during the year bas been normal. The income 
shows & welcome increase in the grant from the Lara Surplus Fand, which was 
raised for the year from £150 to £4380. Mr. H. Denn arranged @ conoert at the 
Fiasbory Park Empire, which brought in £259.

ANNUAL MEETING. 


THE PROPOSED JEWISH ACADEMY. 


_ Mr. H. 5S. Q. HENRIQUES, K.C., presided last Sunday at the annua! 
meeting of the seathoiders. He moved a vote of condolence with the 
family of the late Lady Magnus. Her demise was not only a reat 
personal loss to that Congregation but to the whole community. 

The CHAIRMAN proceeded to say that the Congregation was deeply 
grateful to Lady Sassoon for her gift of valuable vestments for the sypa 
gogae. The organ recitals held in the synagogue had proved an attraction. 
Those recitals bad cost the Congregation a certain amount of money, but 
he regretted to learn that very few of those who attended the 
recitals had contributed, by means of the collecting boxes, towards the 
expenses. Before asking the Treasurers to submit the report and balance 
sheet, he wished briefly to refer to the recent happenings in connection 
with the proposed establishment of a Jewish Academy at Jews’ College. 
Mr. Belisha and he bad been appointed to represent that synagogue 
on the Council of the Jewish War Memorial, the Executive of which had 
unanimously decided to adopt the proposals of the original scheme. The 
question of the Academy was raised again at the last meeting of the 
Council, when the Chief Rabbi made a _ speech, attacking the 
practices and customs of the Reform Synagogue. The Council were 
equally divided on the question, and the scheme, which had been formu 
lated to make some concessions to the Reform Congregation, would 
probably be dropped. He did not desire to argue with the Chief Rabbi 
on what was said on that occasion. He only wished to point out the 
contrast between the remarks made by Dr Hertz at that meeting 
and those he bad made in the course of a sermon he had preached 
at one of the synagogues some years ago. He (Mr. Henriques) did 
not wish to withdraw one word of what he had said at the meeting 
of the War Memoria! Conncil in reply to the Chief Rabbi. If the 
concessions were granted willingly, their congregation would welcome 
them with open arms, but in the contrary event, they would have 
nothing whatever to do with them. It would not make any difference to 
their Congregation, which desired to carry out their own religion. They 
did not wish to widen the breach that existed between them and the 
Orthodox Community, but desired to work peacefully with that Com. 
imoity. Mr. Henriques then referred to the necessity for the Congrega 
tion to buy the freehold of the Synagogue. The coat, he said, would be 
considerabie, but he hoped that whep the time for purchase arrived 
the appeal to the members for financial assistance would be adequately 
responded to. He paid a tribute to the valuable work done at the St. 
George's Jewish Settlement by Mr. and Mrs. Basil Henriques. 

The adoption of the Treasurers’ report and financial! statement «a 
*Ummary of which was given in our last issue) was proposed by Mr. 
+. D. Lowy, seconded by Mr. P. 8. WALEY, and agreed to. 

Mr. WALRY said that when he became a member of the l. xecutive of 
the War Memorial Scheme, he found it a movement of lay members, 
actuated with the idea of benefitting all sections of the community. All 
would bave been well if the Chief Rabbi had not come back from his 
Dominions’ tour. (Leughter). 
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Mr. ARTHUR STIenet eald that the copgregation owed «a debt of 
gratitade to Messrs. H. Henriques, B. I. Belisha, aod FP. 5. Waley 
for their work on the War Memortal Conseil. 

Sir Enpwarp D. STERN objected to the Synagogue being used a« an 
ordinary schoolroom. It was onseemly to see blackboards« pat up tn the 
Synagogue Iie thought it was also anseem!ly to ask people who attended 
the organ recitaié to put money to the collectiog boxes. The Congregation 
was in need of another minister. He was opposed to ley members 
preaching in the pulptt 

Mr. LEONARD MONTEFION®, Io reply to Sir Edward, said that the 
“Wardens apd Council were occupied with the problem of securing a third 
minister. A young man was being trained at Oxford, and it was hoped 
that in a few years he would be able to cecupy their pulpit. 

Sir EDWARD STHRARN suggested that a third minister should be 
appointed soon. They ought not to wait a number of years 

The CHAIRMAN assored Ste Edward that they were trying to obtain 
an additional minister 

Mr. J. M. ANSEL, said that the meetings of the Synagogue Association 
heid at the residences of various tmembers were not sufficiently 
entertaining. The meetings might be held ia the hall of the Synragogae 

In reply to 4 question by a member a4 to the progress of the Bradford 
Keform Congregation, Mr. MonTerione said that the appotot 
ment of the Rev. Nathanie! Jacobs as minister of that congregation had 
been very successfu' 

Thanks were accorded to the Treasurers. 

Messrs. Jniian Henriques, Eric G. 8. Waley, O. 
Keyser, O BLE... were elected Wardens for the ensuing three years 

Dr. SimMoNis moved, and Mr. L. TYLER seconded, a vote of thanks 
to the retiring Wardens. and especially to Mr. Leonard Montefiore for 
his reading of the service in the «ynagogue on several occasions. 

The CHAIRMAN paid a tribute to the Secretary. Mr. M. Alex Myer, 
who bad carried out his duties in an excellent manner. The congregs 
tion also appreciated the services of the Readie <A recommendation by 
the Council to increase their salaries was adopted 

Mr. Basil. &. HENRIQUES reported on the activities of the St. George « 
Jewish Settlement. The services held on Friday evenings at the White 
chapel Art Gallery were very well attended. The reform doctrines pro 
claimed from that pulpit had, he said, been accepted by large numbers of 
the so-called Orthodox Jews in the Fast Eod. The Settlement had, how 
ever, failed to arouse enthusiasm for social work among the younger 
members of the congregation. ln no single instance had a young woman 
come forward to assist him to run the play centre. 

The following were elected to serve on the Councll of the Settlement 
The Rev. Morris Joseph, Mesears. S. Henriques, &.C., P. 5. Waley, 

W. W. A. Elkin, H C. Marke, and Owen FE. Mocatta 

The resolutions passed ata special meeting of the seathoiders last 
vear. “that the services on Friday evenings be beid at a fixed hour,” and 
“that at the ordinary Sabbath Services men and women be allowed to 
ait together in such parts of the synagogue a4 the Wardens may 
decide,” were, on the motion of the CHAIRMAN, confirmed.

Here 
have they heard Thy voice and felt a thrill of Thy bounteous 
love Hlere they have been strengthened in their allegiance 
to their faith and in their loyal fel'owship with every righteous 
canse. Hither they came to thank Thee when Thon didst put glad. 
pees into their heartea: hither, to receive Thy message of consolation 
in the hour of serrow and affliction. Within these walla they heard Thy 
word of truth which sent them forth with greater fortitude, with larger 
hope, into the arena of life's bard stroggie. A!! the high and holy things 
that thie Temple has been to ite childrenin the past, Oh may it continue to 
be in the vearea that are to come. Open the hearts of al!, both young and 
old, to the inep ration of this hour, and endow them with the apirit of wisdom 
and the love of God, so thatin reconsecrating this sanctnary they truly 
re- dedicate their lives onto Thy service. Rock of lerae!' Thou hast made 
our dave as handbhreadths, whereas in Thy si¢ghta thousand vears are but 
an vyeeterday and asa watch fo the night. Grant Thy blessing of health 
and life to the worshippers in this hely Temple, and endow with counsel 
and godly fear the ministers who lead in worship on this holy epot. 
Bend Thy light and Thy trath onto him who has been the religions 
guite of this synagogue since the day of its opening, pleading for 
Thee, pleading for Ierael, pleading for humanity: so that he may 
continue to preach loyalty and righteousness unto the children’s 
children. In loving reverence we call to mind at this moment the 
men and women—no longer in the land of the living—who helped to 
establish this eynagcgne. Oh shelter them for ever in the shadow of Thy 
love. And ae forthem who are atill with na. bleas Thou with Thy com. 
prehensive blessing all those who have busied themselves in faithfulness 
with the needa of this congregation, as well as those who are now 
administering ite affaires with single-minded zeal. Hear us, 0 onr Father, 
when we pray unto Thee on behalf of onr dear country. Speedily nvite 
the children of men to serve Thee in righteousness. Spread over them 
the tabernacle of Thy peace; unite their hearts to fear Thy name. Keep 
ne far from what Thon hatest, bring us near to what Thou lovest, and 
deal mercifally with us for Thy name's sake. Amen. 


REV. A, A. GREEN'S SERMON. 


In the course of a sermon, the Rev. A. A. GREEN said that since 
tha®synagogue had been consecrated for divine worship in September, 
1892, that was the fifth great assembly to which the members had been 
convened to mark some specially significant phase in the development of 
the eynagogne. In 1897 they had consecrated the first building erected 
as a *pecial home for the congregation's religion classes, which 
had happliv outgrown their accommodation within the syna- 
gogue. A fw yerers later, the rapid growth in the develop. 
ment of the synagogue bad rendered neces*ary an extension of the 
premises, and a service of receneecration had been held in 1901. Ino 
1917 they had celebrated the comp'etion by the congregation of twenty. 
five years of existence, and in 1922 they had conseerated the new building 
which the farther growing need« of their classés had rendered necessary. 
That day they were consecrating the synagogne again after a scheme of 
reconetrnuction that had added ao greatly to its outward adornment, and. 
he hoped, would add to the dignity of ita services and prayer. Al! those 
developments owed their initiative and success to’ the love and labour 
of one man, whose devotion anrely had never been eurpassed in the 
history of any synegogue. Frank I. Lyons and the Hampstead Syna- 
gogne to them seemed one and inseparable. The piety and affection of 
his children had placed their own memorial in the synagogue, but his 
memory would ever remain with those who had known and loved him as 
an example of the highest standard of public spirit and devotion. Mr. 
Lyons had been deeply impregnated with the feeling: “For the service 
of the Lord seek for the best.” As the Ark and the Almemar formed the 
epet on which the attention of the worshippers was mainly fixed, he 
oon'd not reet until that partof the synagogue had been made an object 
of heanty. The only objection of any cogency that had ever been raised 
agsinet that echeme of reconstruction lay in the query whether such 
expenditure was jostified when communal charities were in sanch 
urgent peed of funds. But that question was really irrelevant, 
for the Hampstead congregants were among the most generons 
in their support of commonal inetitntions. The large attendances 
at their Sabbath services were a standing proof of the power and attrac. 
tion of the orthodox service when conducted with dignity. At the same 
time be peld a tribate to the work of the choir. Rout their love and hope 
must ever be concentrated on the main work of the «ynagocue -religtous 
edvecation. Their Holy of Hollies was not there, bnt in their clacerooms. 
If the *ynagogne were ever (as he hoped it would be) beautified in its 
entirety to match that beginning, he trusted that its real consecration 
might be in the love that their children bore to the faith and the response 
the psrents made towards the most beantifal of all things for which a 
sydagogne could strive or its ultimate achievement could show.

A correspondent, who recently visited the Soup Kitchen, writes 
as follows: 

The advent of even a foretaste of Spring sends hope flowing through 
the veins of nearly all ofus. Though dark and dreary days may redescend 
upon us, though perhaps for a considerable space biting winds may freeze 
ns and give the seeming lie to our hopes, yet they cannot unmake the 
firat bird's song, they cannot obliterate the tiny budding evidences that 
we have seen of genial days. These reflections are borne upon the 
visitor who makes it his business to go and witness a distribution on any 
of the four days a week on which they are held at the Jewish Soup Kitchen 
in Butler Street, Spitalfields. For, alas, Spring never comeshere. No 
magic wand, no fairy lute can ever charm away the cold grimed squalor 
that surrounds the Kitchen. Every effort, every nerve must be strained 


_ to remember that we have ever heard a bird sing, or seen a blue sky 


through rarified atmosphere when we pass that way. 

Once inside the Kitchen, it is trae, the dirt and squalor are no more 
anda conviviality of shining tilesand burnished brass assails ns. But then 
there comes the long stream of human snffering, the piteously eloquent tale 
of want and hunger that is like those dull daysin Spring, of cruel and terri. 
ble reaction to Hope. Itisa difficult to envisage want in an aggregate form 
If one or two persons are hungry. it is to them as great a tragedy as 
thongh there were a thousand ina like condition, instead of jast them. 
selves. And so to the sensitive visitor to the Sonp Kitchen, since there 
have always been people whose dire necessity sends them throngh the 
chill dark streets to the bountiful fountain-head in Butler Street, the 
spectacie has always been a tragedy, a saddening experience in life. 

But sentiment must be put aside, and we must come to look 
upon such matters from a practical standpoint. When the band 
of hungry ones was a small band, the Soup Kitchen could feed 
them, more or less satisfactorily, from its own point of view. 
Conditions. in the East End are now such that the number who 
demand sustenance from the Kitchen has increased by over 40 per 
cent. of those who came last year, which in itself was a bad year 
among the poor inthe East End. Peopie who come are by no means al! 
of them foreigners, many of the second generation of English-born East 
End Jews being among those who knock at the door for relief. The 
hungry suffering faces that stream past in seemingly useless procession to 
the Soup Kitchen these nights, spells a very considerable demand on the 
finances ofthe institution. The treasurer, Mr. Gustave Tack, who for so 
many years has managed the money matters of the Kitchen so admirably 
and who, at the same time, by his frequent attendances at distributions. 
where his kind and comforting presence helps to cheer many a downcast 
soul, is appealing for funds for the Kitchen to meet the new demands 
made upon it. A donation of fifteen guineas entitles the donor to 
a special distribution to commemorate any family event he may 
desire to observe in this highly philanthropic manner. Every other 
evening, the poor who attend the distributions are given, in addition to 
soup and bread, saveloys and kasher margarine, and many of the poor 
women, who come dressed as respectably as they can manage, have 
confiled in Mr. Tuck that these victuals are the sole subsistence their 
homes can boast. 

. All these terrible facts when written in cold print appear mundane 
and uninspired. That is why it is so essential that every man and 
woman to whom the appeal reaches, even in its printed form, should find it 
beholden to him or her to go and investigate for themselves this tragic 
drama which was being enacted nightly in the very midst of our com. 


munity. If Mr. Tock could get every wealthy and semi-wealthy Jew and 
Jewees into the Kitchen for an evening he need have no fear. Hearts are 
not made of stone, and Jewish hearts can never fail to melt before the 
vision of euch untold suffering. Let us hope that they or those to whom 
it is impossible to visit the Kitchen, will be vonchsafed that great gift 
of imagination that “muse of fire which does transcend the heaven of 
invention, aod brings Kings ‘and battlefields to a humble stage,” and 
in their comfortable ‘and easy existences picture the squalor, want, 
distress, and misery that the Kitchen reveals. Let each one of them 
and of ns ask himself as the qnictening earth awakens to the magic 
touch of spring: Have I a right to enj»y the boundless goodness of a 
reawakened nature, while my brothers and sisters are doomed to the dark 
hopelessness of a perpetual winter ? . 
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The Jewish Hospital. 


£25,000 REQUIRED. 


The annual Court of Governors of the Jewish Hospital was held on 
Sunday at Anderton's Hotel, Fleet Street. 

Mr. I. BERLINER, President, was in the Chair. He expressed the 
hope that this year all would do their utmost to help to complete the 
building as originally planned. 

Dr. A. GOODMAN LEVY, Chairman of the Council, in submitting the 
report and balance-sheet, said that the Hospital fulfilled a local want in 
addition to a sectarian one, farther hospital accommodation in the bast 
End being badly required. Every department was working in a «tate of 
insufficient accommodation, and they did not know when any department 
was going to give way under the stressimposed upon it. The congestion 
had been relieved to some extent by 4 rearrangement of the 


work, and, jast recently, by introducing a system of Hospital 
letters. One of the drawbacks was that there was no kitchen in 
the main building, so that all meais had to be cooked in the 
Narses’ Home next door and brought in tins to the Hospital for distribution. 
There was also not sufficient accommodation for the nurses, and it was a 
frequent cause for complaint that the children in the wards disturbed the 
adults. They required more conyeniences for massage work and also for 
the treatment of rickety children by artificial sunlight. It was no good 
tinkering. They must build rightupordonothing. To build the Hospital 
as originally designed was going to cost, at present prices, a further 
£17,000, and in addition they required £3,000 for the out-patients’ 
department and £5,000 for equipment, making a total of £25,000. There 
should not be any great difficulty in obtaining such a sum as that from the 
community, but the Council had no idea at present how they were to 
get it. He thought the only way was to keep constantly before the 
public eye the fact that the Jewish Hospital needed £25,000. They should 
scatter appeals broadcast. 

Dr. ANGHEL GASTER, in seconding the motion, spoke of the enormous 
increase in the necessities for the proper equipment of a hospital. Their 
hospital had all the latest improvements, and for this they were indebted 
to the Council, who had helped them to have these improvements. He 
pointed out that although forty per cent. of the patients were non-Jews, 
the Hospital had no contributions at all from non-Jews in the neighbour 
hood. They were particularly proud of the support of Sir Humphrey 
Nolleston, who was at the head of his profession. They were grateful to 
the Ladies’ Aid Association for the work they had done - they had worked 
like niggers! The result from collecting boxes (over £1,000) was very 
good, but the £19 received from Synagogue collections was disgraceful. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted.

Ladies’ Ald Association. 


Mrs. A. HAROLD LEVY (in the absence of the President, Mra. J. H. 
Hertz) reported on the work of the Ladies’ Aid Association. The present 
membership was 170, and in April last the Association had become 
affiliated to the Union of Jewish Women. The Association would be giad 
of gifte of books in English and Yiddish, which might be sent to Mrs. 
Gubbay, at 131, Broadharst Gardens, N.W.6., and of magazines, which 
would be received by the Matron of the Hospital. ‘They had aiso 
started a fand for the naming of a bed, towards which they had collected 
£125. Meetings of the After-Care Committee were held once a month and 
were attended by the Lady Almoner of the Hospital. 

A vote of thanks was accorded to the honorary medical staff and was 
acknowledged by Dr. BURNFORD, the Senior Physician. 

Mrs. L. A. LEVY, in moving a vote of thanks to the Chairman, said 
that some years ago she had suggested the raising of a Million Shilling 
Fund, and the holding of a Bazaar to raise the money. She was sure that 
if they would now organise a Bazaar, it would help greatiy towards 
bringing in the necessary funds , 


Annual Report. 

The following is an abstract of the annual report: 

In the early part of the year the two hitherto unoccupied surgical wards 
were equipped, ether with the newly constructed operation biock. These 
wards, male and female, have accommodation for twenty-five beds and cots, 
and received 285 surgical cases up to the end of the year. The attendances in 
the out-patient department have continued to increase, and have attained the 
large total of 61,191, as compared with 52.630 in 1922 Strenuous efforte bave 
been maintained with the object of meeting the heavy expenditure involved 
io building and equipping [fo some extent these efforts were succeseful ; 
the income reached a total of £19.676 the highest in the history of the 
Hospital. The total actual payments for the year amounted to £19,554; 
showing a deficit of £208. The festival dinner held at the Connaught Rooms, 
in November, realised £3,000. including a generous gift of £1.00) from Mr. 
Joseph H. Jacobs. The award of the Hospital Sunday Fand has been increased 
from £70 to £250, and the first award from the Hospital Saturday Fund was 
received, amounting to £100. A sum of £605 from the final distribution 
of the Hospisais of London Combined Appeal was received through the 
King Edward’s Hospital Faund-—-making the total grant from this source 
£1,220. The amount of patients’ contributions towards the cost of 
their treatment and maintenance was £2,261, being an increase of £510 
The Council gratefully acknowledge the legacies which have been received 
during the year, and desire to make special mention of the generosity of Mr 
Elias Meyer, who gave two further instaiments of £1,000 each towards the 

romised donation of £5,000 to name the * Elias Meyer’ Ward. The first Flag 

y was held in the East End in August, when a sum of £361 was collected. A 
matinée performance of ‘‘ Partners Again,” given at the Garrick Theatre, 
realised £216. The Council decided during the year to approach the provincial 
communities and to solicit their support on behalf of the Hospitm!. In Cardff, 
a London Jewish Hospital Aij Society was formed, under the Chairmanship of 
Mr. Leo Joseph, J.P. At Birmingham, the Be:h Hamedrash have undertaken 
to raise asum of not less than £50 per annum, and the Counci! bave agreed in 
consideration of this to name a bed the * Birmingham Bed."’ The Council are 
very gratefal to all who came forward at the various centres to the assistance 
of the Hospital. Sir Hamphry Rollesion, K.C.B., consented to act as Fina! 
Examiner to the nurses in training. A scholarship will be awarded to the beat 
nurse of each year, providing free training in midwifery ata recognised insti. 
tution. Thisis the only recognised training schoo! in the United Kingdom which 
provides facilities for Jewish nurses to carry out their religious observances. 
A fund has been instituted for the assistance of needy patients, to be named 
“The Leah Gaster Fand.”” An After-Care Committee has been appointed to 
collect and administer this fand

Haham Dr. M. GastTerR criticised the action of the Committee in 
regard to the refugees in Bukovina and religious persecutionin <ovics 
Russia. 

Mr. LIONEL LOWY expressed “enormous surprise” that Dr. Gaste, 
should defend the action of the Soviet authorities in regard to the teach n» 
of religion. 

Mr. ISAAC SELIGMAN said that he had for a long time been of opinion 
that one of the few countries in Europe in which there was no anti 
Semitism was Russia, and he did not think they had any canu« 
complaint as Jews. 

Mr EF. N. ADLER said that he was sorry to have to disagree with | 
Gaster and Mr. Seligman. He did not know what Dr. Gaster’s complain: 
was in regard to the Bukovina, asall that the report of the Committee said 
was that “important negotiations with the Kumanian Government on th: 
refagee question are now taking place.” He failed to see any ground 
complaint on the part of the most rabid Rumanophil. In regard to 
Rassia, Dr. Gaster denied that there was religious persecution, and th: 
same suggestion was made by Mr. Seligman. Dr. Gaster did not seem ' 
be able to get rid of the atmosphere of romance if he imagined that 
everything was for the best in the best of al! possible Russias. 

Mr. BARRY COHEN said he interpreted Dr. Gaster's criticism as being 
against a demand for preferential treatment of Jews, and as there wa a 
difference of opinion as to the facts, the Committee ought to be very 
cautious before making representations to the Governinent. 

Mr. JOSEPH PRAG said that Jewish religious education was prohibite:| 
in Russia. Jewish religious schools were closed, and teachers had br«: 
persecuted. People as widely apart in their religious views as i'r 
Samuel Daiches and Mr. Morris Myer, supported the protest that w.- 
being made, and both agreed that this was a most serious attack up 
Jews aod the Jewish religion. 

The PRESIDENT reminded the Council that ata meeting last year, 
was asked to bring to the notice of the Joint Committee a suggestion i. 
favour of a public protest against the persecution of religion in Kusria. 
The matter was not lost sight of by the Joint Committee, and it was fe! 
that the action taken was the most effective way of meeting the suggestion 
He bad only been carrying out theirinstructions. There was persecution 
in the sense that religion might not betaught. It was only on the previous 
day that they received a detailed account of the imprisonment ofa Rabhi 
for teaching the 7orch, and this document was a properly authenticate ! 
first-hand statement. He felt sure that, after further consideration, Dr 
Gaster would find his protest to have been quite ill-timed and his argu. 
ments based on a complete misapprehension of the situation. There was 
no question of seeking to obtain preferential treatment. in regard tothe 
Bukovina he said that the negotiations with the Rumanian Government 
were very important to a very large number of people. 


The Kadoorie Bequest. 


The PRESIDENT announced that from the Kadoorie bequest the sum 
of £69,346 had been received to date, and it was anticipated that wore 
wastocome. Practically the whole of this sum had been invested, and 
details would be submitted at a later meeting. He congratulated the 
Council on the improved financial position which the bequest had brought 
about,as the Association would derive an assured income of between 
£5,800 and £4,000 a year from the investments. 

Mr. LIONEL LOWY said that he thought the Council were to be con 
gratulated on baving a President who had devoted so much time anid 
troubles in seeing this matter through. He moved a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Goidsmid for his services. 

Miss NETTIE ADLER, L.C.C. seconded the vote, and said she rejoiced 
that the future of the Evelina de Rothschild School in Jerusalem was 
now assured 

The vote was carried by acclaination 

A legacy of £100 from the late Mr. M. Schlesinger, formerly President 
of the Manchester branch, was reported. 

Grants were made to the schools at Canea, Craiova, Jerusalem, and 
Tantah.

CCXXXIII.—Jews and Christians: Good for Evil. 


My Dear Cousin, 


The approach of Laster must of necessity bring sad thoughts to the 
mind of anyone, whether Jew or Gentile, who has stadied Jewish history. 
Hard as was the lot of the Jew in the Middle Ages in Christian countries 
at any time, it was more than ever hard during the Passion Week. It 
was then that pogroms occurred in the mediwval Ghettos. In many towns 
it became an old established custom for a Jew to receive a box on the ear 
on Good Friday, and numerous are the instances of Jews who were so 
badly assaulted that the box on the ear became a fatal blow. The 
Lateran Council of 1215 ordered Jews to remain indoors during the Passion 
Week; there are still extant special Passover Piu'im which were read 
when the second day of Pesach coincided with Good Friday. It is on 
record that many a Bishop stood up in his pulpit om Easter Day, 
and admonished his flock to avenge the blood of the Saviour on those who 
were looked upon as responsible for his death. It is a curious reflection 
that while the descendants of the ancient Athenians have never had to 
suffer because their ancestors poisoned Socrates, a fact of historical 
authenticity, the Jews have been made to suffer by long drawn-out 
punishment for a “crime” which their ancestors never committed. 
Moreover, one cannot help wondering what would be the attitade 
of the founder of Christiani.y towards those who profess to 
follow in his footsteps if he were alive to-day, and were made 
acquainted with the Christian treatment of Jews throughout the cen- 
turies. Only the other day I came across an illustration of Christian 
charity in the pages of St. Chrysostom, Bishop of Constantinople, who 
spoke of the Jews as beasts. It was a common practice in the Middle 
Ages to call Jews dogs, pigs, and asses. One holy Abbot of Cluny 


addressing Jews, declared: “Far be it from me to answer impudent 
dogs and dirty swine.” 


(Adeit, ut canibus impudentissimis et porcias 
spurcissimis respondeam), 


What was the Jewish reply to this’ As I have just quoted a 
Christian minister who lived in Constantinople, let me also quote a Jewish 
minister of religion from the same place. Rabbi Isaac ben Sheshet, in a 
book he wrote in 1546, declared that Jews must call Christians their 
brothers. Io this view Rabbi Isaac did not standalone. Throughout the 
last 2,000 years, Jewish literature presents a consistent view of Christians 
and Christianity. Perhaps Rabbi Jacob Emden (1698-1776), who lived in 
Altona, gave as good an account of this attitude as any. He said that 
Christianity was founded for heathens, not as a new religion, but only to 
spread the seven Noachide Commandments among idol worshippers. Let 
it be said parentheticeliy that these Commandments were the prohibition 
of idol worship, of murder, of immorality, of blasphemy, of robbery, of 
eating the flesh Of live animals, and, lastly, of submission to the 
authority of the State. Emden further states that the founder of 
Christianity was a benefactor of humanity in two ways. In the first 
piace, he laid stress on the inflaence and importance of the Torah : and 
in the second, he led the heathens away from idol worship and insisted 
on their adopting morality. 

So great an authority as Maimonides (1135—1204) declares roundly 
that “He who accepts the seven Noachide Mitzvoth and takes care to 
observe them, belongs to the saints among the nations of the world, and 
will have a portion in life everlasting.” ys) 
Over and over again Jewish teachers have insisted that it should not be 
forgotten that the Torah is the basis of the Christian faith There is a 
prohibition in the Talmud not to hold intercourse with heathens on their 
Holy Days. Jewish teachers throughout the centuries bave always 
maintained that this prohibition does not apply to Christians, for, as the 
French Tosaphbists of the llth Century taught, “We know that the 
Christians do not worship idols.” The Rabbis even sent gifts to Christian 
friends. In this they followed the examples, mentioned in the Taimn4, 
of Rabbi Judah, who sent gifts to hie friend, Abidrama, and of Raba, who 
sent gifts to his friend, Bar Sheshach. In each case the sender of the 
gift was satisfied that his friend did not worship idols. 

We have the authority of Zunz for the old Jewish custom, when 
speaking of a good Christian, to add, “ May God prolong his life!” and of 
a dead Christian, “ His memory be for a blessing!” This was only in 
accord with the established principle that Jews might have social and 
commercial intercourse with Christians. Maimonides, laying down 
guidance for everyday life, declared that it is prohibited in business to 
cheat people, whether Jews or beathens, and that if goods sold were 
damaged, it was the moral duty of the seller to make this clear. “Let 
your ‘yea’ be ‘yea, and your ‘nay’ be ‘nay'”—so declared Rabbi 
Yechiel ben Yekutiel (1278); “ You are to be true to all men—to Jews and 
Gentiles alike.” Rabbi Simon ben Zemach Duran (1531), a man dis- 
tinguished in his generation, said that the founder of Christianity and his 
aposties did not come to destroy the Torah from Israel, but to disseminate 
its teachings among the heathens. Over and over again does this senti- 
ment occur. Rabbi Eliezar Ashkenazi (1570) insisted that the peoples in 
whose midst the Jews lived know God and believe in Him, and that 
therefore it is their duty to pray for the welfare of the governments 
under whose sway they live, and of the people who are their neighbours. 
Let another illustration bear witness to the same view. Joel Sirkes, who 
died in 1639, and was one of the most famous Rabbis of the seventeenth 
century in Europe, stressed the duty of Jews to co-operate with Christians 
in all works of humanity, in all that makes for universal peace and 
happiness. A century later, Ezekiel Landau (he died in 1795) who was 
Rabbi in Prague, and a highly respected authority among Jews, declared 
that the reference to Goyim in the Talmud is only to idol worshippers, and 
not to Christians. When it is recalled that idol worship in the ancient 
world was associated with bloodshed and cruelty and immorality, the 


Jewish batred of these abominations Is intelligible. At the same time, is 
view of what Christianity owes to Jodaism, the Jewish attitade to 
Christians is eqoally intelligible. 

That attitude was a reality. Ia the days before the persecation of 
the Christian Church separated Christians from Jews, there was much 
friendly intercourse between the two. Curiously enough, as the med! « val 
system deciined, the two came together sgain. There are bondreds 
of special instances in Christian records where Jews have come 
the aid of Christians. Let one or two serve as Ulostrations. A history 
of the Jesuits records the fact that In 16% Lazarns Aron, a Jew, rescued 
Jesuits who were fleeing for their lives, when even Catholics refased to 
come to thelr assistance. In 1792 the Protestants of Salzbarg were exiled 
from their native town The King of Prossia expressed his willingeess to 
receive them within his dominion«, and the History of this exile records 
many kindly acts on the part of Jews to the wretohed Salzbarg Protestants 
on their dificult and laborious journey across Farope. The official bistories 
of the pilgrimage remarks that the Christians were surprised at the 
maguificent bebaviour of the Jews, and when one Jew was asked why he 
helped these people, seeing that they were Christians, the Jew replied 
that besides being Christians they were aleo haman beings, made in the 
image of God, “ And God has commanded us to be kin’ to strangers.” It 
was the late Professor Max Miilier who wrote that the idea of homanity 
and of buman kindness, as found in the Old Testament, is something 
unknown to the Arians. The poets of the Veda, or even Homer himeelf, 
would have regarded as incomprehensible such an ordinance as “ There 
sball be one law for the stranger and for the home born.” 

The spirit of this ancient legislation bas been kept alive down to this 
very day, and Jews are splendid neighbours. They are ever ready to heips 
lame dogover astile, When it comes to assisting a suffering fellow creatare, 
the Jew asks no question as to faith. He basa large heart. He believes 
that good men of all creeds are pleasing in the sight of God—a doctrine 
that stands in marked contrast to that of the Church, which bolds that 
salvation may be found only within ite fold (er'ra be la salwal. 

It may be an interesting fact in iteelf, and it is also not without 
some bearing on our subject, that onder Pope Pius I\ several Jews served 
in the Papal army and were decorated for faithful services. Just as they 
were faithful to the Pope as soldiers, so they remained until the end 
faithful to their religion and their people. The names of three of them 
are recorded in the Papa! annals , they are worth mentioning here Simon 
Gaensler, born in 1433: Marcus Goldstein, born in 1+; and Joba igi, 
born in 

Throvgbout the ages the organised Christian religions and professing 
Christians have persecuted Jews with a crue! hatred. Throughout the 
ages the Jews have preached and practised love for Christians. Has not 
the time arrived for the Christian attitude to become more inacoord with 
the teaching of the founder of Christianity’ Will there be at least ope 
Christian clergyman courageous enough to preach to his flock on this 
vital problem on Friday next’

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Lieut.-Col. HAROLD J. SOLOMON, O.B.E., M.C. 


ENERAL interest is now being centred in the British 
Empire Exhibition at Wembley, to be opened in a few days 
by His Majesty the King. The Exhibition will have a 
special interest for Jews by reason of the fact that it will 
include a Palestine Pavilion, in which will be shown a comprehensive 
display of every aspect of the economic life and products of Eretz 
Yisrael. Nothing on so large a scale nor under such notable 
auspices has previously been attempted 
in this country. The Palestine Pavilion, 
which is situated close to the Stadium, 
is, though smaller than the edifices 
constructed by the great Dominions, 
one of the most striking of the many 
fine buildings which will grace the 
Exhibition grounds, and its contents 
will compare in point of interest with 
any of the wonderful exhibits which 
will be on view. In its organisation 
and arrangement, the Palestine Pavilion 
has had the advantage of the assistance 
of several present and former members 
of the Administration, prominent among 
whom is Colonel Harold Solomon, late 
Director of Commerce and Industry. 
lO a representative of the Jewish 
Chronicle, Colonel Solomon, in the 
course of an interview, has given an 
interesting account of the Pavilion 
and the Palestine exhibits generally. 

General Features. 

“Ip the preliminary scheme of the British Empire Exhibition,” said 
Colonel Solomon, “Palestine was not included. as the country is not 
properly « part of the British Empire, but there was a widespread feeling, 
im which I fully shared, that as a country administered under a British 
Mandate, it should be represented, and eventually Palestine was invited 
to participate. As soon as the scope of the Exhibition was realised in 
Palestine and the opportunities which it would afford were properly realised, 
there was the utmost eagerness to make the Palestine exbibit in every 
Way & worthy one and fully representative of the country. The result 
has been that though, for reasons of economy, we agreed at the outset to 
Share the Pavilion with Cyprus, which will occupy one-third of the 
building, we could have easily filled the whole of it and more. and it is a 
matter of regret that the arrangement entered into with Cyprus could not 
afterwards be altered. The Pavilion, designed by Mr. Austin Harrison, 
of the Palestine Civil Service, with Mr. Digby Solomon, of London, as 
Consulting Architect, is architecturally a beautiful building in the 
Oriental style with domes at each flank. Itis white in colour, with salmon 
red bands and green shutters, in imitation of the traditional style of 
Palestine buildings, and there are typical arcades within the Pavilion. 
The interior will be equally beautiful. The exhibits wil! comprise a 
Government display and a number of stands belonging to public bodies 
and private exhibitors, numbering over eighty. 


Organisation. 


“The exhibit bad to be organised both in Palestine and here. A 
representative Committee of Government officials, manufacturers, and 
merchants was formed in Palestine at the end of 1922, and as Director 
of Commerce and lodustry I acted as Chairman. When I left Palestine 
im June, 1923, Captain Charley, O.B.E., who was Assistant Director 
of the Department, became Chairman, aod when he left in January of 
this year he was succeeded by Major Little, who will be in charge 
of the Pavilion and is now at work bere. It was also necessary 
to have a Committee in Londop. The principal members were 
Mr Walter 8. Cohen, Hon. Secretary of the Economic Board for 
Palestine, and Mr. A. Sei, a prominent Arab and Senior Professor of 
Arabic at the School of Oriental Languages. We are particularly 
indebted to Mr. Cohen, who was able to put a clerical staff at the 
disposal of the Committee. Captain Charley and myself have since our 
departure from Palestine been working with the London Committee, 
and since Major Little has been here the Palestine Committee bas been 
under the chairmanship of Major Lash, U.B.E. In another way we are 
indebted to the Economic Board, which guaranteed half the expenses of 
the Pavilion. The Palestine Administration advanced the sum of £2,500, 
and the Economic Board made themselves responsible for a like amount, 
but in actual practice they have considerably exceeded that sum. The 
guarantees, it is hoped, will be covered by the rentals of stalls and 
commission on sales in the Pavilion. 

Saturday Opening. 

“One dificult question we bad to decide was that of Saturday open- 
ing. There are so many Jewish exhibitors that the question became one 
of moment. We felt, however, that it would not be fair to the thousands 
of visitors whose only day for visiting the Exhibition is Saturday to close 
the Pavilion altogether, and we decided that though no Jewish attendants 
will be on duty, as much of the exhibits as possible will be on view as 
usual. We trust that this decision will commend itself to everybody. 

The Government Exhibit. 

“The Palestine Government is showing all aspecta of governmental 
activity.

The trains comprise 
luxurious sleeping and dining cars, and it is possible to hire an observa 
tion coach, on the American model, for inspecting the beautiful scen ry. 
The Post Office will show the stamps in use, and also a collection of 
rare and obsolete varieties, and the means adopted for overcoming 
the lapguage difficulty. All the officials have to be tri-lingual, an‘ in 
some cases their linguistic knowledge has to be much more extensive. 
The Education Department will also be represented, and will show whats 
the schools are doing. There will be an exhibition of lace produced at 
the Government schools. A very important section of the Government 
exhibition will be devoted to agriculture, and all aspects of the agricu!. 
tural life of the country will be demonstrated. In view of the fact that 
the Zionists also bave an agricultural exhibit, the Government display 
will make a special feature of Arab agriculture, and the methods and 
implements in vogue among the fellaheen will be shown, as well as the 
camping gear of the Bedouin. Efforts will be made to facilitate the 
inspection of cereals by grain merchants and others interested ino 
Palestinian agricultural products, notably Gaza barley, the finest malting 
bariey in the world. Another very interesting section will be devoted 
to Public Health, and the exhibit will show what is being done to stamp 
out malaria, trachoma, and hydrophobia. There will be statisticai 
charts, photographs and other graphic material. There will flnally bea 
commercial exhibit, illustrating the post-war economic development of 
the country. 

The Zionist Exhibit. 


“Nextin importance to the Government exbibit,” Celonel Solomon: 
said, “ will be that of the Zionist Organisation, which has two of the largest 
stands, one devoted mainly to agricalture and the other miscellaneous in 
character and comprising the exhibits of individual Jewish manufacturers 
and traders who were not in a position to take stands of theirown. The 
agricultural exhibit is being arranged according to the colonies, and will 
have an attractive scenic background with views of the colonies. Every 
form of Jewish agricultural life will be exhibited, and the products of the 
colonies shown. 

Wine and Oranges. 

“One of the moss artistic stands will be the joint one of the Palestine 
Wine Company and the Orange Growers’ Association, and it is probable 
Ghat this will be one of the most attractive displays in the Pavilion, 
Fifteen orange trees, presented by the Ica, will be arranged round the 
Pavilion. It should be noted that Palestine wines and oranges will be 
on sale at all the restaurants in the Exhibition, which should do much 
to popalarise the excellent range of wines now produced on Palestinian 
soil, and also for the lovely Jaffa orange, the finest in the world. 

Tobacco. 


“ Another and more recent Palestinian product to be exhibited will 
be tobacco. Till two or three years ago tobacco-growing was 
non-existent in Palestine owing to the existence of the Ottoman Régie. 
Since the abolition of the Regie, tobacco growing has been taken up 
extensively by the Jewish farmers and also by the Arabs. Palestine 
is now producing a tobacco of the Turkish variety which compares 
very favourably with that produced elsewhere, and as the growers 
gain more experience, Palestine should become one of the great tobacco 
growing countries of the world, Manufacturers are very satisfied with 
the supplies so far produced, and visitors to the Exhibition will be able to 
make the acquaintance of this new variety of the fragrant weed. 


The Rutenberg Scheme. 


“ Yet another interesting exhibit will relate to the Rutenberg Scheme 
now embodied in the activities of the Palestine Electric Corporation, 
which will show a model of the power station at Tel-Aviv, that is 
supplying the whole of Jaffa and Tel-Aviv with electric light and energy, 
besides the Air Force Station and aerodrome at Ramieh and the 
neighbouring gendarmerie depot. Pians are ready for a similar station 
at Haifa, which has a large prospective customer in the railway 
workshops. When the Jordan scheme is completed the power stations 
at Jaffa and Haifa will become reserve stations. 

Industrial Exhibits. 

“Numerous Jewish industrial exhibits will be found. Among these are 
the Fiour Mills at Haifa, capable of producing seventy-five tons of finest 
white milled flour per diem. The mills are equipped with ali the latest 
machinery, including electric magnets for extracting metallic grit. Another 
is the Nesher Cement Works at Haifa, which is being constructed to 
produce a high-grade cement entirely made from local materials. The 
cement will bring down building costs and render the country practically 
independent of imported supplies. It is hoped, too, to build up an

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 


“ He who teaches a child may be compared to one who writes on 
new paper, whereas he who teaches an elderly person is like one 
who writes on paper that has already been defaced and will not 
long retain the impression made on it.” —Ethies of the Fathers. 


In another passage of the same work the rule is laid down that when 
a child reaches the age of five years he should be introduced to the study 
ot Scripture. But the child was supposed to have commenced his Hebrew 
etadies much earlier, for the Talmud prescribes that as soon as a child 
can speak his father shall teach him to repeat familiar passages of the 
Bible and Prayer Book, like the Shemang Yieracl. Maxims of this kind, 
and they abound in the ethical literature of the Rabbins, suggest what 
the ideal of duty is that Jadaism has always set before parents. It is an 
educational ideal, the ideal summed up in the famous words of 
Deuteronomy: “And thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy children 
and speak of them, when thon sittest in thy house and when thou walkest 
by the way, and when thou liest down and when thou risest up.” The 
primary obligation devolving on a Jewish parent is to furnish his children 
with religious instruction, and to begin that instruction at the earliest 
possible age. Now the key that unlocks the tempie of Jewish studies 
is ‘a kaowledge of the Hebrew language, of the language in which our 
public worship is conducted, in which the Bible was originally written, 
that enshrines the greater portion of our literature. 


Bat there has grown up among modern Jews--a large class, at any 
rate—-a tendency to lose sight of this educational ideal, the cultivation of 
which has been for so many centurics their distinguishing glory. The 
negiect of the stady of Hebrew among Jews is one that threatens the very 
existence of historical! and traditional Judaism among the middle and upper 
classes of the community. Among the poor, Hebrew instraction is well 
cared for. It is provided in our denominational schools and in the various 
religion classes, and it has received lately a good fillip from the labours of 
the Jewish War Memorial. We are thus confronted with an anomalous 
state of things. The better-off section of the community are paying for 
the Hebrew instruction of the children of the poor, but they neglect to 
provide similar educational facilities for their own children. One might 
bave thought that in a matter of this kind the religious needs of his own 
children would appeal to a parent at least as urgently as the needs of 
somebody else's children. In this respect, certainly, the upper classes 
of the community are curiously altruistic. Many boys nowadays attend 
public schools in the country, and at some of them provision is made for 
their Hebrew and religious instruction But these institutions only 
account fora small proportion of Jewish youths. And a similar remark 
applies to girls. 

Naturally, more or less plausible reasons are urged in extenuation of 
this neglect. It is said that the children have so many lessons to learn, 
and so many extras have to be acquired, that there is not time to fit in 
Hebrew as well. Parents should look upon Hebrew as being as much a 
necessity of their children’s education as French or German, Latin or 
Greek; they should manage to find room for it without overtax!ng 
their children’s brains. In our denominational schools Hebrew is 
taught in addition to other subjects; but so far is it from being 
taught at the expense of any of them that onr denominational schools 
earn quite as high a merit yrant as the schools attended by the children 
of other faiths. If anything, the pupils of Jewish schools excel in their 
secular studies. Some educationalists are of opinion that they do so 
because their wits are sharpened by the learning of an additional 
language. Hebrew may not be as perfect an instrument of education as 
Greek—even the Doctors of the Talmud seemed to feel this.—but a 
language in which are embodied the loftiest and most origina! utterances 
on the greatest of all themes— Religion; a language through the medium 
of which a long procession of psalmists and poets, prophets and thinkers, 
bave expressed those burning thoughts about God and goodness that have 
kindled the moral enthusiasm of al! civilised mankind—such a language 
cannot be an inferior instrument of education. Therefore, it well deserves 
to hold a place by the side of the Classics, or Mathematics, or Philosophy, 
as a subject that any boy or gir! might be advised to take up for the sake 
of the mental training it affords. 


But for a Jewish boy or girl Hebrew is an absolute necessity. 
Primarily, because our servicesare conducted in Hebrew, so that it is im- 
possible for worshippers to take an intelligent interestin them unless they 
understand the sacred tongue, or at least follow the reading and singing. 
Again, a knowledge of the sacred language is essential to a right under- 
standing of Holy Writ and a correct appreciation of the dogmatic points 
of difference between Jews and Christians. True, one can study the 
books of Scripture in translations, and it must be admitted that many 
students have built up an extensive knowledge of them on this basis alone. 
But at best a dependence on versions, which have largely been made in 
the interests of Christianity ratherthan of Judaism, and of a work the 
text of which in parts has come down to us in an uncertain form, must 
be unsatisfactory. The student of mere translations cannot stand alone. 
He has al ways to lean on others, as to the accuracy of whose scholarship he 
can never be quite sure. Therefore, if the Jew is to know his Bible well 
—and considering that we are the “ People of the Book ” such knowledge 
is indispensabje—he ought to be able to read it im the original. 
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Dutch Royal Family at Synagogue Service. 


Queen Wilhelmina and Jewish Loyalty. 
[Prom our Correspondent. | AMSTERDAM. 


The close bond of sympathy already existing between the House of 
Orange and Dutch Jewry was on Tuesday of last week further 
strengthened by the visit of Qaeen Wilhelmina and the Royal Family to 
the Great Synagogue in Amsterdam. <A «special service was held, the 
synagogue having been decorated for the purpose. This is the Grst 
occasion in the annals of the United Synagogue that the Royal Family 
have honoured its chief synagogue in Amsterdam with a visit, though the 
(Jueen attended a service in the Portaguese Synagogue of this city ta 
1904, following the example of King William ILI, who, ase Crown Prince, 
made an unexpected appearance in that synagogue doring the Sabbath 
morning service in April l=44. It is on record aiso that the Portaguese 
Synagogue was visited by Stadbouder Frederik Hendrik and Priace 
William Il in 1642. Royal visite have not however been confined to the 
Synagogues in Amsterdam, for King William I attended services ion the 
Synagogues at Assen and Bergen op Zoom, in 1457, while it is recorded 
that King William IL!I., in 1*41, was present at a special service in the 
synagogue at Maastricht. 

Long before the arrival of the Royal procession the synagogue was 
full, while the streets leading to it were thickly lined. The royal vieltors 
were received at the door of the synagcugue by Chief Rabbi Onderwil)zer, 
Advocate B. E. Asscher, President of the Synagogue Council, and other 
members of the Council and Committee. As they were being conducted 
to their seats in the Wardens pew, they were greeted with the singing 
by the Charan and choir of verse 24, paaim 11%, and verse 15, psalm 115. 

At the conclusion of the singing, Advocate Asscher expressed the 
deep feelings of gratitude of the Jewish Community for the honour shown 
them that day in the visit to the Synagogue of the Royal Family thas 
confirming and, if at all possible, strengthening the bond that already 
existed between the reigning llouse and the Jewish subjects of the 
Netherlands. 

These words were followed by the singing of Paalm xxi., after which 
the Chief Rabbi, taking as his text Paalm cxxil., delivered en address of 
welcome. At the conclusion of the Service, the “oeen addressed the 
Chief Rabbi as follows: Your words, which | very greatiy value. bave 
affected me most deeply. | was greatiy moved by the impression of this 
solemn occasion, the memory of which will not easily be forgottes. I 
have never doubted the loyalty and attachment of the Jewish (om munity 
to the Fatherland, but it was nevertheless with great pleasure that 
I heard from your own mouth the feeling of loyalty my Jewish subjects 
have for the House of Orange.”

There is an introduction by the High Commissioner, and 
the first part includes articles on Palestine for the Tourist (with fall 
description of tours), the Dome of the Kock, Bethlehem, Jerusalem, the 
Jordan and Dead Sea, Nazareth, the Lake of Galilee, Haifa and Carmel, 
Acre, Jaffa, Ancient Palestine, Antiquities and Excavations, Palestinian

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SERIOUS RIOTING IN BUCHAREST. — Continued from previows 
continved al) night, and it was not until daylight on Sunday that several 
regiments of troops were able to quell the disturbances. 

Mr. Aristide Blanc, the most prominent banker in Ramania, was 
@iecuesing the ficancial policy of the country at the King Carol Economic 
lestitate, opposite the Royal Palace, in the presence of several hundred 
leading bankers, economists, and politicians on Saturday afternoon, when 
a baed of about fifty student terrorists, armed with clubs, rushed the 
Institute. They made a concerted attack upon the banker, who suffered 
terribie injuries before he was rescued. The crowd then turned 
on the Jews among the epectators. Later in the evening, bands 
of terroristea rushed through the streets, particularly the Jewish 
quarter, and attacked all the Jews they met with clabs and even 
knives. Ories of “ Kill the Jews!” were heard on all bands. The rioters 
smashed most of the windows of the Marmorosch Blanc Bank, of which 
Mr. Bianc is president, threw stones intoall the Jewish newspaper offices, 
and smashed the windows of smal! Jewish shops. About sixty persons 
were injored. A number of arrests have been made, and the University 
has been closed. The soldiers are openly fraternising with the rioters, 
and «till more violent outbreaks are feared. 

The occasion of the disturbances, which are said to have been openly 
encouraged by the Bratiano Cabinet, was furnished by the trial of John 
Mot za and five other students of the Bucharest University for attempting 
to kill Mr. Rosenthal, a prominent Jewish newspaper editor, who has 
since fied to France for safety, and for plotting to kill Mr. Aristide Blanc 
and his father. 

Anti-Jewish rioting of a serious nature has occurred also at 
“zernowitz (where the Jewish theatre was wrecked and a number of 
Jews assaulted), Jassy, Cluj, and Temesvar.

Egyptian Parliament and the Sabbath. 
Senate Not to Meet on Saturdays.

Committee of Jewish Delegations. 
Interview with Mr. Liaptcheff. 


On the occasion of the recent stay in Paris of Mr. Liaptcheff, the 
Bulgarian statesman, who came entrusted with a mission by his Govern- 
ment, the general secretary of the Committee of Jewish Delegations, Mr. 
L. Motzkin, called on him and discussed certain points regarding Jewish 
life in Bulgaria. 

Mr. Motzkin stressed the necessity for legalising the Jewish Con- 


sistory, which should be officially recognised as a representative body of . 


Bulgarian Jewry—-as well as of recognising the rights of the Jewish schools. 

Mr. Liaptcheff showed a great interest in the suggestions of the Com- 
mittee s representative, and promised to submit them to his Government 
and personally to contribute to a favourable solution of the problem. Mr. 
Liaptchef? interested himself particularly in the question of Jewish 


schools, 
The Jews of Memel. 


In connection with the recent settlement of the Memel problem by 
the Council! of the League of Nations, the Committee of Jewish Delegation 
last year forwarded to the Conference of Ambassadors, then discussing 
the statute of the Memel territory, a memorandum relating to the 
naturalisation of several thousands of Jews inhabiting that territory 
who did not possess German citizenship. The Conference recognised the 
justness of the arguments appearing in the memorandum, and elaborated 
stipulations whereby Lithuanian nationality and citizenship of the Meme! 
territory could be granted to Jews inhabiting the territory. The League of 
Nations Council approved of the Memel statute elaborated by the Con. 
ference of Ambassadors, to which the Lithuanian government had agreed. 

According to this statute, outside the former German citizens who are, 
ipso facto, granted Lithuanian nationality and Memel citizenship, anybody 
over eighteen years of age at the date of the ratification of the present 
Convention by Lithuania, and was granted by the inter-allied administra. 
tion a permanent permission to reside, will be entitled to opt for Lithuanian 
nationality, if this person has settled on that territory at least since 
January, 1922. Persons who acquire Lithuanian nationality in virtue of 
this article will acquire, ipso f7cto, the quality of Memel citizens. 


Federation of Ukrainian Jews. 
Distress in the Ukraine. 


The London Federation has received the following cable from its 
Chairman, Dr. D. Jochelman, who is at present in the Ukraine :— 

I have discussed the situation in the Ukraine with various Government 
officials, social workers, and hundreds of friends. I have inspected dozens of 
Hospitals, Children’s Homes, and other institutions in Moscow, Kieff, Charkoy, 
and Odessa. The need there is enormous, and it is still worse in the provinces. 
Only blindness or hatred towards Russia could dictate a cruel policy of 
diminished relief in the Ukraine. Collect funds and clothing, support the 
Kitchens, the Schools, the Hospitals, and the Institutions for granting loans. 
Do your utmost to rescue our brethren. Strain every nerve. 


The Federation has in consequence resolved to launch a Passover 
appeal for funds in aid of Ukrainian Jewry. Letters of appeal are now 


being circulated to all the Ministers and Wardens of the Synagogues in 
carried 


the United Kingdom, asking them to arrange for a collection to be 
out Curing the Passover Festival among their seatholders.

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Japanese Settlers and the Ica. 


The Japanese Legation in the Argentine, in view of the settlement of 
Japanese farmers in that country, especially in the Formosa territory 
(Bolivian boundary), has asked the Management of the Jewish Colonisa- 
tion Association in Boenos Ayres to supply them with informa. 
tion with regard to the methods used in the colonies of the Association. 
Official Argentine spheres having expressed themselves very appreciatively 
on the results of the Ica's activity, the Japanese Government's wish is to 
take example from the latter's colonisation work. A Japanese delegate 
will visit the colonies of the Ica to gain an idea of ita working methods 
and of the organisation of the communal and other services in the 
colonies. 


Jewish Activities in Ireland.

ATTAMAN MACHNO, the notorious Ukrainian pogromist, is reported to 
have committed suicide at Thorn, Poland 

ANTI-SEMITES last week disfigured the synagogue of the Zurich 
Jewish commanity by engraving a number of “Swastikas” (the symbol 
of the anti-Jewish Hakenkrene organisation) on ite walls. The police are 
investigating the matter. 

THe Odessa Bolshevik authorities have prohibited the collection of 
contributions for a fund for the purchase of matzoth for poor Jews. 

THE Soviet Government has granted a pension for life and the title 
of“ Veteran of the Socialist Revolution” to the Jewish Socialist leader, 
Mr. Israelson. | 

THe Warsaw financier, Mr. Doctorowitz, has decided to erect a 
Jewish University in Danzig, where a site has already been bought for 
the purpose. Mr. Doctorowitz is negotiating with the League of Nations 
regarding the matter. 


Restrictions on Aliens. 


LABOUR DEPUTATION. 


A deputation from the Labour Defence Council, consisting of Mr. 
A. A. Purcell, M.P., Mr. W. T. Colyer (Hon. Secretary), and Mr. J. L. Fine 
(of the United Ladies’ Tailors’ Union), has been received by Mr. R. J. 
Davies, M.P., the Parliamentary ' ander Secretary of State for the Home 
Department, to discuss the restrictions to which alien workers are at 
present subjected and the conditions of admission of aliens to this 
country and of their naturalisation. 

Mr. Davies offered to look into the question of the amount of the 
naturalisation fee, and said that it was open to applicants, who had been 
refused naturalisation, to re-submit their cases where there seemed to be 
serious hardship. 

As regards immigration, political and industrial views were not in 
themselves reasons for excluding persons from this country, but the 
Government had to consider the possibility of increasing unemployment, 
and the attitade of some Trade Uaions was often hostile, as exemplified 
in the recent case of the Viennese Opera Company. It was necessary 
that an immigrant should prove that he had work to do or means of 
supporting himself, without depriving anyone already here of a job. He 
also expressed the opinion that it was impracticable to lay down by 
statate definite conditions of admission which should operate automati- 
cally. Every individual case must be the subject of separate considera- 
tion on its merits by the responsible authority, whatever Government 
‘was in power. 
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Aliens and the Dole. 


QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 


House OF COMMONS, 
Mr. T. SHAW, Minister of Labour, informed Mr. Harmsworth (C., Isle 
. of Thanet) last week that as no general desire had been expressed by the 
House that he should incur the expense of obtaining a return of aliens in 
receipt of unemployment benefit, he had not procured the figures. There 
Was no proof that large sums of money were being paid to aliens. 

Sir P. LLOYD-GREAME (C., Hendon): If he has no information showing 
the nomber of aliens drawing uncovenanted benefit. why did he cance! 
the regulations of his predecessor without consideration ? 

Mr. SHAW: Because I had the right to do so, just as much as my 

had the right to make them, and because I believe in the 
principle that persons subject to the same conditions should have the 
same privileges. 

Replying to another question by Mr. Harmsworth, Mr. SHAW said 


that there was no intention of relaxing the restrictions on the admi 
of aliens to this country. . “gpg

4 
that in the case of all the bodies, the cost per child per hour was thr... 
pence. They recommended that the sum available be allocated as to t« 
fifths to the Talmud Torah Trust, and as to one-fifth each to the Jewi«), 
Religious Education Board, the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classe«. 
and the Jewish Voluntary Schools. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN, referring to the statistics contained in the 
report, said that the low cost of the synagogue classes was due to the 
fact that in most cases the Superintendent was the Minister cf the 
congregation who received no emolument for the services which bh: 
performed, and that no rent was charged. But there were some classe« «/ 
the Union in which the Minister was specially paid, and he urged that 
this differentiation should be enquired into If the Minister's salary , 
Minister was inadequate it should be raised. 

The CHAIRMAN said that that matter would be considered when tho 
Committee came to frame their general report and the necessary statistic. 
had been obtained. 

Mr. L. G. BOWMAN, M.A., again raised the question of the hours of 
instruction at the Taimud Torahs, and said that ata previous meeting it 
was understood that the Taimud Torah Trust would consider this 
matter and give him an opportunity to submit the medical evidence i+ 
had available as to the adverse effect which those long -hours had on 
delicate boys. 

Mr. Isaac GOLDSTON said that he had raised this very question at a 
meeting of the Trust just before Mr. Bowman had previousty brought it 
before that Committee, and the members would not hear of any rednction 
of hours 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN said that he was afraid the problem was 
irremediable. The question was continually coming up before Scho! 
Care Committees, but the people had not the same hygienic standards. 
while they were tremendously keen on the religious education of their 
children. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the question was felt to be a burning one b\ 
many educationists in the East End. The headmaster of a large 
secondary school had recently said to a Departmental Committee that 
some of his brightest Jewish boys could not be prepared for scholarships, 
because their physical powers were exhausted in consequence of the long 
hours which attendance at Talmud Torahs involved. He hoped that the 
Talmud Torah Trust would make an early opportunity to enable Mr. 
Bowman to submit his views. 

Mr. BOWMAN said he did not wish it to be thought that he advocateda 
reduction of the houss at the Talmud Torahs. He was anxious for some 
machinery to be devised for dealing with special cases. 

It was reported that the next educational conference would be held in 
Leeds at the end of June or the first week in July. 

The DIRECTOR OF JEWISH EDUCATION presented reports on visits 
paid to a number of classes. 

The CHAIRMAN said that an important question would have to be 
considered in regard to the provision of teachers, and that was the 
devising of means for giving Jewish teachers whole-time employment. 

The DIRECTOR OF JEWISH EDUCATION said that the difficulty was to 
find work during the daytime. He agreed that the ideal method was 
to find men qualified to take posts at secular day schools.

ANNIVERSARY DISPLAY. 


A large gathering assembled on Sunday at the Club in Alfred Place, 
when the anniversary display was heid. The proceedings began with a 
drill display, consisting of physica! exercises, skipping and clubswinging. 
by members of the drilling class, under the direction of Mrs. Stempe!. 
Scenes from “As You Like It,” and “Il welfth Night,” were admirab'y 
performed by the members of the senior and junior dramatic classes. 
The finale to Act I of “H.M.S. Pinafore” by the members of the West 
Central Choir, and a recitation by Miss E. Bioom, were also given. 

The Hon. LILY MONTAGU welcomed the parents on behalf of the 
President and Committee. She said she was glad to see so many parents 
present, because it was an encouragement to those at the Ciub, and 
showed that they were interested in the work. The exhibition of 
class work that they were showing that day was only a small 
one—an exhibition on a larger scale had been shown in November. 
These exhibitions displayed work done by the girls at home. The 
gum of £13 had been realised by the sale of work. She wanted 
to confide to the parents the troubles and difficulties of the Club, and 
hoped that they would be able to lessen some of their troubles and 
increase some of their joys. During the year a special committee had 
organised a children’s hour, and before the Ciab opened one hundred 
children had been taught to play. They had a Sunday Schoo! in which 
religious education was given, and an employment bureau, conducted by 
Miss Lewis. English classes had been started for adults, of which many 
men and women had taken advantage. The Club had also served as ay 
advice bureau, and had been consulted on educational and domestic 
problems. Considerable help had been rendered in the organisation of 
the Club by there presentatives of the members.The® girls had orgarised 
an industrial group, and had taken an interest in the actual conditions of 
industry outside their own trades. The sports’ clubs, insurance society, 
savings bank, the bar, and the shop (which satisfied the needs of the 
girls) were all managed by the members. There was also a guild of silent 
friends by which members were able to help girlsin need, That being 
a Jewish Club, they had tried to make their Judaism in that Clab a 
living reality. It was not an easy matter, but an uphill task. She 
regretted that the parents did not give sufficient encouragement in that

INDUCTION OF THE REV. ARTHUR BARNETT. 


A special service was held last Sunday in the Wee 
Alfred Place, when the Rev. Arthur B.A.., 
minister in snecesston to the late Rey. Gerald Friedlander. The service 
was condnocted by the Rev. G. Prince, assisted by the choir of the Se 
John’s Wood Synagogue under the direction of Mr. Berman. Mr. Angelo 
Asher presided at the organ. The service began with the singing ot 
Ma Tobu and Raruch Haba. The new mintater was escorted into the 
Synagogue by Mr. J. Ulimann and Alderman I. Phillips, 

Rabbi Sir HERMANN GOLLANCZ, who inducted the new minister said 
in the course of bis address that not many months ago he addressed them 
from that «spot, when the leading note was sorrow and evropathy. That 
day their meeting partook of a joyous character. The contrast of 
the occasions was but a picture of buman existence. It was the 
kaleidoscope of life: the alternation of joy and sorrow. weeping and 
laughter, tears and sunshine “The King is dead: long live the 
King!” was a motto with which they were all familiar. It was 
epiritnal leadership which the man appo'nted over the congregation 
was called npon to assume; and it was devotion and loyalty, rather 
than anbservience, that the members of a congregation were expected to 
give in return Navy, more. The more closely the minister and the 
congregation worked together, the more clearly they saw that their aims 
and interests as regards the synagogue were identical, the better for the 
progress of the sacred work pureued. The minister had to stand by the 
congregation and the congregation had to stand by the minister. It was the 
tragedy of #0 many congregations that that relationship did not exist. Not 
only did it prevent the development of the general intereata of the 
communal body and of the individual concerned but the «piritual and 
moral growth of a congregation was stonted. Thank Heaven. that 
congregation did not come onder the lash of that rebuke. He 
had always held it to be a trniem that a congregation should be 
exceeding!y cautious in the selection of their minister. They honoured 
themselves in the past by standing nobly by their late revered and 
beloved minister, whose recollection would never die out of their hearts 
—the Rev. Gerald Friedlander He asked them that day to ec ntinne in 
the same epirit, and to grant to their new minister that loyal support, 
that consideration, that kindly help, which they were wont to give to his 
predecessor. He bronght to bear upon the duties of his new office an 
earnestness, an experience, an active temperament, and a rational ont 
look on religious themes, such as afforded the most sanguine hopes to his 
friends that he won!d prove himself a worthy minister of that congrega 
tion. As he (Rabbi Gollancz) had the pleasure of aclemnising the marriage 
of their minister. eo that day he felt it a privilege to take a share in 
wedding him to that congregation, let them hope for many years to come 
Rabhi Gollancz then addreesed a few words to the new minister. 

The Rev. ArtTrurR RARNETT delivered a sermon in the course of which 
he said that hia message to the Congregation was “ Back to the Torah - — 
Back to Jewish Learning! Back to Jewish Law and Life'” He «etood 
before them atthe threshold ofa new ministry To follow Gerld Fried 
lander, a man of ripe expertence, profeund scholarahip, and anbounded 
piety and zeal, who had served his people eo faithfally and so well, was 
no light task. He asked of them not only their charity, but aleo their 
confitence and their co-operation In the sacred work to which they had 
called him. There conld be no onward march unless they walked 
together. In expounding Progressive. Traditional Judaterm from that pulpit 
he wonld expect to be accorded freedom of conecience and of ex pression. 
No community conld ever thrive on a tongne.-tied clergy. 

The service concinded with the singing of Adon Olam.

PLEA FOR MORE MEMBERS. 


A meeting of the Council of the (pion was held om Monday at 29 
Cambridge Square (the residence of Mr. and Mrs. M A. Spieiman). 

Mra. A. EICHHOLZ, the President, who was in the chair, said that 
there was not much to be said regarding the question of the enfranchise 
ment of women seatholders which had been discussed at their previous 
meeting. They realised that at the moment the temper of the community 
was not very sympathetic to the matter, and they would have to consider 
what was the wisest policy to pursue. They had to lament the death of 
ene more of that fine body of women who had done so much for the 
Upion. Lady Magnus was, she thought, one of the most notable women 
of the last fifty vears in the Jewish community. In connection with the 
finances of the Union, Mrs. Eichholz said that Lady Instone had offered 
to hold a function at her residence on May 12th to augment their 
funds. The Usion was now busy with the pamphlet on Jewish 
institutions and charities, which they hoped to bave ready by the 
time the Wembley Exhibition opened, becense they thought it might be 
of value to Overseas visitors.

New Archeological Discoveries in Palestine. 
THE TOMB OF JEHOSHOPHAT. 

The Jerusalem correspondent of the 7ines records farther remarkable 
progress during the past month in the work of the Jewish Palestine FE xpiora.- 
tion Society. The “cleaning up” of the so-called Tomb of Absalom and 
Tomb of St. James— which Jewish tradition believed to be the “ ieper- 
house" of King Azariah, but which proves to be the burial-place of the 
Jewish priestly family of Khezer—has deen com pleted, and various sma!! 
adjacent rock-tombs have been cleared of the rubbish accumulated 
during 2,000 years. There has been some opposition from the more 
orthodox Jews to the alleged desecration of recent graves, but the sisua- 
tion was diplomatically dealt with by Dr. Slousch, the dirtctor of the 
excavations. 

Dr. Slouseh has now secured the greatest find that has so far rewarded 
him. Thiswas the discovery of the fa ade of the “ Tomb of Jehoshaphat.” 
ab exaupie, attractive, and not altogether unimposing, of Jewish art of 
the fourth or third century &.c.£. It lies behind, and about 22ft bigher 
than the base of the ‘Tomb of Absalom,” from which it is approached 
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by « stairway. The two monuments are cut out trom the «ame soli 
rock and would seem to form part of one and the same architector:! 
conception. The fa ade is abont 7ft. broad and ornamented with foli».. 
and the typical Jewish desiga-motifs of grape clusters and acant! 
(“Jewish thorn’). motifs also found in the decoration of the ancicu: 
synacogue at Tiberias excavated two years ago by Dr. Slousch. 

Tie “Tomb of Jehoshaphat” extends the entire breadth of the piat 
— “Tomb of Absalom from which it is separated by cridor 
wide. 

The “ cleaning up” by the Jewish Exploration Society of this «wall 
site has the distinction of giving us the only corner in Jerusalem where 
we can be sure that things are jast precisely what they were 2.000 years 
ago. It is tempng to suppose that this double strnctare ix the monument 
serving as the tomb of “Simon. the Son of Oaias, the High |’ cess” 
(Ecciesiasticus, ch. 50). the only Jewish potentate of those times who is

WOMEN AND THE SYNAGOGUE, 


reat 


I think you will all agree that this debate bas heen a revelation of 
the widespread feeling that exists among Jewish girls that their 
position in the synagogue is inequitable and that some change is 
desirable. Among those who share this view is Irene Lichtenstein, of 
Manchester, who bas sent me two letters (one castigating our Bourne- 
mouth friend), and the other more general io character. 


THE GALLERYITES, 


Irene doesn't like being a “gaileryite.” She wants to sit in the 
stalls. Ino point of education she thinks women are fully the « quals of 
men, and she objects to a differentiation for which no justification can 
be found. She believes that if the sex inequality were removed in 
synagogoe more women would be found there, and the community 
would bene fit. 

RIGHTS AND RITES. 


Hyman Cooper, of Whitechapel, takes the old-fashioned view that 
woman's position in the synagogue should conform to tradition. She 
can attend all the services, he says, she can support the synagogue 
with donations and beautify it with gifts, but Judaism prescribes thas 
other daties should be restricted to men, and there the matter shonld 
His view is not shared by Ada Coben, of Tredegar, who urges 
Sbat women should be given a chance, and she thinks that if 
women were given sufficient opportunity and allowed equal rights 
improved conditions ail ronnd wou'd result. Hilda Richfeld, of 
Brondesbary, doubts whether many women would be attracted to the 
ministry, and whether those attracted would attract. She evidently 
is of the opinion that feminine charm can ficnd more suitable settings 
than a pulpit. Another contributor, E ‘na Morgan, of Clapton, shares 
the view that sex equality would Increase synagogue attendances. 
She regards it as a special grievance that a boy when he becomes 
thirteen “should have all the joyous ceremony of Barmitzvah” but 
that giris should be ignored. Agsinst that view has to be set that of 
Dora Feingold of Manchester, who thinks it “ ridiculons” for a woman 
to think she can be the same as a man in the synagogu. She Is of the 
Opinion that domestic duties have determined women’s seemingly 
inferior position, so far as synagogue matters are concerned.
